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Bodley Hopes For County Tax Cut 


Of 'Ifs’ 


Hopes for a tax cut were 
voiced yesterday by John 
J. Bodley, chairman of the 
Bucks 
County 
Commis­ 
sioners. 


Bodley 
says he 
feels 
sure 
there will be a reduction in the 
county tax rate when the tenta­ 
tive budget is prepared in a 
couple weeks. 


The big question, he said, is 
whether this will be cancelled 
by a hike in the institution dis­ 
trict tax. 


Over Next 2 Years 


lf the proposed $2,920,000 hos­ 
pital 
addition 
to 
the 
county 
home for the aged is given court 
approval, Bodley said, an in­ 
crease of between one and one- 
and-a-half mills can be expect­ 
ed over the next two years. 


“ Still, we’re hoping the tax­ 
payer will get a break in 1964,” 
Bodley said. 


The 
county 
millage 
now 
stands at its legal limit — IO 
mills. There is an 
additional 
county 
tax 
of 
one-and-a-half 
mills for the institution district 
which includes the county home 
and the prison. 


Would Be Necessary 


The increase would be neces­ 
sary to finance construction, 
staffing and the cost of running 
the hospital. 


A one-mill tax is equivalent 
to $435,000 in county revenue. It 
represents $3 to the individual 
taxpayer who owns a 
$10,000 
home. 


The proposed two-wing, 24- 
bed addition is the subject of a 
court suit which is to be re­ 
solved by Bucks Judge Law­ 
rence A. Monroe. The present 
board of commissioners com­ 
posed of Bodley, Joseph O. Can­ 
by and Walter S. Farley Jr.

In Burlington 


Two persons died, and another 
is in 
serious 
condition from 
smoke inhalation in a early- 
morning house fire at 207 Broad 
St., Burlington, N.J., today. 


Newton Brelsford, 50, a taxi- 
driver at Fort Dix and Mary 
Shea, about 45, a boarder, were 
pronounced dead on arrival at 
Rancocas Valley Hospital at ap­ 
proximately 6:50 a.m., today. 


Mrs. Helen Brelsford, about 
45, is listed in serious condition 
at the hospital from smoke in­ 
halation. 


Fire Chief Morris Adams of 
Burlington stated that the two 
victims apparently died of suf­ 
focation. They were discovered 
in second-floor bedrooms of the 
frame 
row-house by 
firemen 
and rescue squad members who 
entered by rear and front win­ 
dows in response to a fire-box 
alarm set off by a neighbor. 


Brelsford was discovered on 
the floor in the corner of the 
front bedroom. 
His wife was 
kneeling face-down on the bed. 


Miss 
Shea, 
a 
waitress 
at 
Burdy’s Cafe in Bridgeboro, N.J. 
was lying on her back in bed 
in a middle room. 


Chief Adams stated that the 
fire obviously started in a living 
room sofa downstairs, probably 
from a cigarette left burning or 
ashes falling into the upholstery 
and smoldering. 


Three rooms downstairs were 
gutted by the blaze. A pet dog 
and several birds were killed. 


Neighbors reported that the 
Brelsfords owned a pet monkey

Senate Defeats Tax Exemption 
For College Expenses, 48-45 


WASHINGTON — The Senate 
today narrowly d e f e a t e d a 
broadly-backed proposal to in­ 
clude special tax relieve for col­ 
lege expenses in the $11.6 bil­ 
lion tax cut bill. The vote was 
48 to 45. 


The action, upholding a de­ 
cision of the Senate Finance 
Committee, was a victory for 
the 
Johnson 
Administration, 
which has pending an Omnibus 
Education Bill designed to ap­ 
ply a more general remedy to 


the college education problem. 


Sen. 
Abraham 
Ribicoff, 
D- 
Conn., former Kennedy admin­ 
istration cabinet member, pro­ 
posed the amendment to pro­ 
vide up to $325 a year in tax 
credits for the cost of sending 
a student to college. The rev­ 
enue loss was estimated at $750 
million a year now, rising to 
$1.3 billion annually by 1970. 


Ribicoff won some last min­ 
ute converts, among them Sen. 


John Sherman Cooper, R-Ky., 
who told the senate it “cannot 
wait always to reach a perfect 
bill.” Most Republicans backed 
the amendment. 


But it was opposed by admin­ 
istration leaders, including m a­ 
jority leader Mike Mansfield. 
D-Mont., and by such education 
committee members as Sen. Jo­ 
seph S. Clark, D-Pa. Clark said 
the education bill should be the

Found: A Wagging Black Mound 
Which Barks And Needs A Home

When Harold Hayden was 
awakened at 2 o’clock on the 
morning of Jan. 14 — hours 
after the worst storm of the 
winter had left 10-foot drifts 
in Bucks County — he recog­ 
nized a piercing sound as the 
mournful cry of a dog in dis­ 
tress. 


Hayden lives at Sycamore 
Gardens, Bristol, adjacent to 
the Delaware Valley exit of 
the 
Pennsylvania 
Turnpike. 
He got up and peered out of 
his window. But a combina­ 
tion of darkness and blowing 
snow prevented him from see­ 
ing a thing. 


That morning he made a 
tour of the area. 


“ The only thing I noticed 
was a small black mound in 
a field adjacent to the turn­ 
pike entrance,” Hayden relat­ 
ed. “ It didn’t 
move and 
I 
couldn’t define it.” 


Hayden went to work at 3M 
Airport, Bristol, where he is 
the manager, but, as he later 
said, “My thoughts kept go­ 
ing back to the small black 
mound.” When Herbert Porter 
of the Delaware Valley Appli­ 
ance Service stopped by short­ 
ly 
afterwards, 
Hayden 
dis­ 
cussed the m atter with him 
and they decided to investi­ 
gate. 


The turnpike officers grant­ 
ed 
them 
permission 
to go 
through the gate and explore 
the area.

A crowd of about 50 white 
adults 
gathered

the gray stucco school building 
at Notasulga to watch white 
pupils stream into the building. 
Derogatory r e m a r k s about 
President Johnson’s civil rights 
stand were heard and several 
newsmen were taunted. 


Alabama 
state 
troopers, 
standing about IO yards apart, 
ringed the Notasulga cammus. 
Only s t u d e n t s and teachers 
were permitted to pass. 


At nearby Shorter, more than 
40 troopers kept newsmen about 
500 feet from the school cam­ 
pus. 


Col. Al Lingo, director of the 
state highway patrol, was in 
Notasulga to direct the troop­ 
ers. 


He said he had another 300 
men on standby alert. 


There was no immediate in­ 
dication whether Wallace, who 
dispatched the troopers here 
and to Shorter, was laying the 
groundwork for his first show­ 
down with President Johnson 
on integration. 


The governor warned that the 
integration order “ will be re­ 
sisted by the people of Macon 
County” but he said the troop­ 
ers were directed to “keep the 
peace.”

Frank McCollough, night clerk 
at the motel who was watching 
TV while waiting to take over 
for Fleischut at midnight, said 
he didn t hear any conversa­ 
tion. 


He said he didn't see either 
of the men and assumed that 
whoever had come into the lob­ 
by was a guest.

McCollough was the clerk on 
duty the night of March 21 last 
year when Kathleen Marie Hut­ 
chison, 
27 - year • old divor­ 
cee, shot her bachelor boy friend 
to death while he

across a bed in one of the motel 
units.

Last Saturday the young cou 
pie went to Philadelphia to spend 
the weekend with friends. They 
were all smiles as they told of 
their “ wonderful life" in their 
Levittown home. 
But when they returned home

“shock of their lives."

shambles.

room had been ransacked, the

A further check of the house 
revealed $17 in cash and jewelry 
and other items worth approxi­ 
mately $795 had been taken.

The poll tax provision actual- 
• ly went into effect on Jan. 23 
• when South Dakota became the 
; 38th state to ratify it. Boutin, 
in 
certifying 
its 
ratification, 
; merely performed a technicali- 
• ty which sends the amendment 
; to the national archives. 
• 
The President used two pens 
; to affix his name as witness. 
• He gave one of the pens to Sen. 
• Spessard 
L. 
Holland, 
D-Fla., 
who had led 
a congressional 
Cam paign for enactment of the 
- poll tax, and the other to House 
• Republican Leader Charles A. 
Haileck, Ind.

Fund Saving 
Klatch said that the $55,000,- 
000 saving to the unemployment 
compensation fund proposed in 
the bill will be made possible by 
the elimination or drastic re­ 
duction of jobless benefits for 
between 1,720 and 2,350 workers 
in Bucks County each year. 
He said these figures were 
provided by the Pennsylvania 
AFL-CIO and are based upon 
official figures supplied by the 
Pennsylvania 
Bureau 
of Em ­ 
ployment Security. 
Flatch claimed that the fig­ 
ures are actually minimum esti­ 
mates and are conservative in 
their nature. 


“The governor assumes that 
jobless workers collecting un- 
e m p l o y m e n t

work if they wanted to, but that 
they would rather collect week­ 
ly benefits and remain idle,” 
Flatch said. 


“ We deeply resent these impli­ 
cations.
